The noon rest bour !s a reasonable 
one In the tropics, where It {s always a 
period of dullness and unusual heat, 
but there Is also the other side, In that 
the long hour suggests a heavy noon 
meal, which tn the troples more than 
anywhere else !s unreasonable.

Civilization Has Distinct Effect Up- 
on Winter Temperature. 

8. L. Bastin writes in the Monthly , 
Review on the effects of civilization | 
upon climate. He meutions the re- 
markable variations of wedther withia 
a few miles’ distance as an indication 
that local causes may produce changes 
In the weather. He goes on to point 
out: 

“The presence of a large number of 
buildings tn any situation will raise 
the temperature of the locality, while 
the influence of the warmth arising 
from a large number of fires must not 
by any means be overlooked.

Taking England as a whole, there 
has been during the last two centuries 
an immense reduction In the amount of 
marsh land. Damp soll being always 
colder than dry, some change may be 
expected. It !s actually taking place. 
“It is a proved fact that the tempera- 
ture In this country !s appreciably 
higher than !t was some centuries ago. 
Some old people, who might be sup- 
posed to be more sensitive to cold as 
they grow older, continually affirm 
that winters are not so severe as they 
used to be, The old-fashioned winter 
often began !n December, or even No- 
vember, but now !t is very rarely that 
any prolonged spell of cold !s experi- 
enced unt!] the new year.” The writer 
speculates whether the dra!ning of the 
boglands of the tundras In Siberia 
would not alter the climate of that 
desolate region. 

It has been definitely establ!shed, he 
says, that the presence of large num- 
bers of trees in tropical regions tends 
to reduce the temperature. Belts of 
forest lands w!ll also protect a country 
from wet and strong winds. The rain- 
fall 1s said to be largely dependent on 
the presence of trees. Cutting down 
virgin forest In America has resulted 
{n long spells of drought. Deforesta- 
tion having been proved to reduce the 
rainfall, the question arises how far 
in this rainy land of ours forestation 
is altogether desirable. He concludes: 

“To sum up the whole matter. it 's 
impossible to deny that man and his 
works do {nfluence climate to a great- 
er or less extent; the spread of clvill- 
zation In a new land bas a real effect 
on the annual tale of weather. The 
study of the subject !s !n its Infancy.”

VILLAGES BURIED IN SAND. 





Winds Work Great Havoc Along 
the Shore of North Carolina. 

The prevailing winds from a little 
west of south have rippled the hetero 
geneous sands on Hatteras, just south 
of the cape; on Shackelford, at its 
southwest extremity, and on the south- 
west side of Smith's island These 
wind ripples, started In sands exposed 
by the removal of a strip of forest next 
the shore, have grown In size to great 
sand waves, which are advancing on 
forests, fields and homes. As the sand 
wave has advanced it has taken up 
several feet of the loose soll over which 
it has passed, undermining houses, lay- 
ing bare the roots of dead trees and ex- 
posing the bones of the dead in the 
cemeteries, 

Diurnal winds from the sea have 
piled the sands Into small, wandering 
dunes and hillocks and even sometimes 
into sand waves, which are marching 
steadily and shoaling the waters of the 
sounds. At Nag’s Head a large hotel, 
constituting a solid obstruction, soon 
had a sand wave built up a short dis 
tance in Its rear, until the level of Its 
roof was reached, when the wave 
moved forward and engulfed the hotel. 
In the immediate neighborhood two 
cottages suffered a similar fate, Here 
the land gained on the sound 860 feet 
in ten years. 

On the northern end of Hatteras Isl- 
and a fishing village had been similarly 
buried, while the sand had entirely 
crossed the island at several places 
north of the cape. This movement of 
the sand was started just after the 
elvil war by the cutting of trees next 
the shore for ship timbers, and the 
section is still known as the great 
woods, though not a stick of timber 
stands upon it to-day. Pimlico sound 
for two miles from the Hatteras shore 
is growing steadily shallower from the 
deposit of brown sand. 

On Smith's island a pilots’ village 
has been buried beneath the sand wave 
for a number of years, but this has 
been recently resurrected and Its houses 
are again occupied. On Currituck, be 
low Caffey’s inlet life-saving station, 
the sand has advanced entirely across 
the land, and one man, moving before 
the advancing sand, has at last bullt 
his house on piles in the sand

RECORDS OF ENLISTED MEN, 





Identification by Finger Prints Is 
Now Reqnired. 

On Sept. 1 the system of personal 
identification prescribed on April 7 by 
the war department was placed in 
operation and a record Is to be made 
of every man who may hereafter enlist 
or re-enlist In that service, says the 
New York Tribune. Circular 44 en- 
joins commanding officers to take such 
steps as may be necessary to insure 
prompt and complete compliance with 
the requirements of the order, and in- 
specting officers are charged to make 
special inquiry and report as to wheth- 
er these requirements have been met. 
On Sept. 1 the outline figure cards pre- 
viously in use were discontinued, and 
hereafter the complete identification 
record, consisting of finger prints, per- 
sonal description of the soldier, photo- 
graphic negative and one print of the 
negative, will be forwarded to the mill- 
tary secretary of the army. 

One of the most {mportant features 
of this Identification record is the {m- 
pression of the fingers, as it is held 
that the finger prints of no two men 
are identical, It !s absolutely neces- 
sary, therefore, that the finger prints 
should be clear and the ridges distinct- 
ly outlined. There are two kinds of 
impressions, “plain” and “rolled.” The 
former is secured by pressing the bulb 
of the finger on the Inked plate, with 
the plane of the nail parallel to the 
plane of the plate, and then on the pa- 
per in the same manner. A rolled !m- 
pression is obtained by pressing the 
side of the finger on the plate and then 
rolling the finger from one side to the 
other. After the Impression of each 
finger separately has been taken a 
plain impression of all the fingers of 
the right hand Is taken at one time. 
The outline on the opposite side of the 
prescribed form is then filled up and 
the personal description completed by 
noting on the outline figure the princ!- 
pal identification marks, Upon comple- 
tion of this routine the soldier Is re- 
quired to sign his name in the place 
provided for “signature of soldier,” 
and after belng photographed it Is as- 
sumed that the means for his !dentifi- 
cation are as complete as it Is possible 
for human Ingenuity to make them.
